sociation and City Oil Inspector Black- 


gasoline. 

The ordinance was proposed by the 
oil men to prevent the sale of impure 
gasoline and other petroleum products. 
All matters in the measure except one 
were agreed upon, both by Mr. Black- 
mar and the oil men. The disagree- 
ment was over a matter of the tem- 
perature of the condensing water to 
be used in the test. Mr. Blackmar de- 
clared it impractical to maintain the 
condensing water at a temperature of 
less than 55 deg. The oil men contended 
for 36 deg. 

A testing outfit, with glass test tubes, 
spirals, rubber tubing and other para- 
phernalia was set up in the commit- 
teé-room by R. O. Wrana, consulting 
chemist, who made the test for the 
committee, maintaining the water at 
a temperature of 35 deg. Mr. Black 
mar, however, still contended that such 
a test was costly and impractical. 

A number of ofl chemists addressed 
the committee, some supporting Mr. 
Blackmar and others supporting the 
position of the oil men. The latter con- 
tended that Mr. Blackmar’s test would 
virtually prohibit the sale in the city 
of “casing head“ gasoline—that is, 
gasoline extracted from natural gas. 
President Okey of the Marketers’ As- 
sociation told the committee that 
1,000,000 galions of “casing head” gas- 
oline are manufactured every month 
in Southern California, and urged the 
members not to recommend legislation 
to put a legitimate industry out of bus-

John K. Tener, members of the Na- 
tonal Commission. 

The printed complaint informs the 
court that “there are now in the 
United States about 10,000 profession- 
al baseball players, all of whom, with 
the exception of about 300 under con- 
tract to the Federal League, are un- 
der the domination and control of the 
national agreement and the rules and 
r of the National Commis- 

on.” 

The right of reservation claimed 
under the provisions of the national 
agreement is set forth together with 
the statement that a player under the 
national agreement always continues 
to be subject to the demands of the 
clubs subscribing to that agreement. 
BENEFIT OF LEAGUES. 


The national agreement for the 
government of professional baseball 
which was entered into between the 
National and American 1 es and 
the National Association in 1913, the 
complainant declares, was not for the 
perpetuation of baseball as the na- 
tional pastime, the protection of 
property rights without sacrificing the 
spirit of competition, and the promo- 
tlon of the welfare of the ball play- 
ers, as declared in the agreement, but 
was for the perpetuation of profes- 
sional baseball in the hands of the

CONTROVERSY. 


SEVERAL THOUSAND WILD BE 
SAVED AS RESULT. 


‘Specifications for Material on 
Mammoth Shed at Harbor Call for 
On Ten Years’ Insared Life, but 
Bidders Agree to Add Another Five

The controversy over roofing ma- 
terial for the mammoth transit shed 
at Municipal Dock No. 1 is to be the 
means of saving to the city from $3000 
to $4000, through the 50 per cent. in- 
crease in the number of years the 
roofing will be guaranteed. .

Commission pointed out this fact yes- 
terday, in discussing the general sit- 


specifications for the roofing, over 
Which the controversy erose, call for 
a guarantee of ten years, the two bid- 
ders have each offered to guarantee 
their materials for fifteen years, this 
offer having been made at the recent 
public hearing before a Council com- 


ber Commission will hold the suc- 
cessful bidder to thig offer. 

The Johns-Manville Company and 
the Hammond Lumber Company are 
the bidders whose offers are consid- 
ä The City Engineer now has in 
hand the making of certain tests 
materials and analysis. to determine 
whether the Hammond company’s bid 
comes within the provisions of the 
specifications. If the answer is af- 
firmative, it is probable the Hammon‘ 
company will get the award. 

As soon as the reports of the City 
Engineer are rendered to the Harbor 
Commission, the award will be made. 
In the case of either bidder. there is 
enough material on hand in this city 
to start the work of placing the roof- 
ing, and the remainder of the order 
can be supplied by the time the ma- 
terials on Rene are used. 


NO SALARIES, 
BOARD ADVISED TO Suk.
